Mr. Editor of the Post: 

Daring a warm spell of weather in October, 
I visited some friends of mine who live here 
near the Garden of Plants. 

Imagine a very old house, of the style one #0 
often meets with in the older quarters of Paris, 
built roand three sides of a court, the front of 
this court being bounded by a high dead wall, 
with a large green ‘‘carriage-door,”” whose 
double leaves are only opened on grand occa- 
sions, a portion of one forming a door of just 
sufficient width to admit biped visitors, and 
serving on all occasions when quadrupeds and 
carriages are not waiting for admittance. On 
the top of the wall, just over the door, are 
two stone lions, painted green, with a view to 
the imitation of bronze—which lions, rampant, 
and with a very dubipus expression of physi- 
ognomy, leave you uncertain whether they are 
laughing or crying. Waving pulled a brass 
bell-handle, you are startled by hearing a so- 
norous, vibrating clang, as thongh you had 
made your summons at the gates of a monas- 
tery of the olden time, and the little door 
silently opening at the jerk of the invisible 
porter within, you forthwith enter the court. 
The porter’s ladige to the left is surrounded by 
sunflowers, fuachias, geraniums, roses, dah- 
lias, and Hortensias; with cactuses, Persian 
lilacs, and orange-trees in little green tubs ; an 
old fashioned well and bucket greet your eyes 
in one corner, the steps leading to the kitchen- 
door meet them in another; a wide, winding 
stairway, open, but under shelter, leads off to 
some portion of the premises ; large windows, 
with Venetian shutters are ll round you ; and 
in the farther corner is the door of entrance, to 
which you mount by a flight of broad, shallow 
stone steps, sheltered by a projecting verandah 
roof. These steps are also full of flowers. 

On entering the house, you find yourself in 
a vestibule, hung with paintings, and looking 
out on so great an extent of turf, flowers, and 
trees, with annies of fowls, and a pretty little 
goat, which come rushing towards the house 
the moment they hear voices on the piazza, to 
see if anybody is going to give them bits of 
bread or other dainties, that you involuntarily 
rub your eyes, and wonder by what sudden en- 
chantment you have been spirited away from 
the bricks and mortar that surrounded you an 
instant ago, and landed in this wild, grassy, 
woody wilderness, with the bright patches of 
sunshine between cool green shadows, hosts of 
blackbirds singing in the trees, and glimpses of 
pleasant paths winding away until lost in the 
trees. 

“What a wonderful, fairy-like garden!"’ is 
everybody's first exclamation on looking out 
on a scene so utterly unexpected. 

But before going out into the garden, we 
must take a look at the house. The vestibule 
opens on one side into a little hall whence you 
reach the dining-room and kitchens on the 
ground floor, and obtain access to the upper 
story by a wide but very oddly-shaped stair- 
case. To describe the pleasant rooms on that 
upper floor, with their spacious windows front- 
ing the south, and looking out on the rich 
greenery of the garden, or to enumerate the 
quantities of curious cubby-holes, the odd bits, 
and corners, and additions of all the shapes 
and sizes, and heights, that seem to have been 
‘built on’’ at various epochs, would take me 
too long. But the parlor, with its three long 
windows, bang with dark green velvet curtains, 
the spaces between them lined with looking- 
glass, which receive and give back long vistas 
of grass and trees reflected from two other 
long glasses on the opposite wall ;—with its 
chairs and sofas of the same green velvet with 
white frames delicately carved and picked out 
with green;—the old-fashioned gilded and 
marble tables, loaded with books and objects 
of virtu; the mantle-clock of onyx and_ sil 
ver, flanked by rare china jars and gilded 
candlesticks, and backed by a vast mirror 
running up to the ceiling ;—the magni 
ficent old lustre, all the balls and 
dants of which are of rock crystal, worth 
I don't know how many thousand 
and the soft brown carjet which smothers the 
sound of feet; not be forgotten. A

elegant, and agreeable dwellings I know of. 
The family consists of father, mother, and one 
most beantifal child, a bey of eight, eo hand- 
some that he is perpetnally surrounded by a 
chorus of notes of admiration, of which, hap- 
pily, the little fellow takes but little heed. 
The Count and Countess de are both 
young, and both carry back their pedigree to 
the oldest sources of the French noblesse. The 
Count's ancestors were in the crusades; the 
Countess’s are even older. Heirs to a Mar- 
quisate, the young couple, however, are far 
from rich; the family-estates, on both sides, 
suffered heavily in the Revolution of 1793, and 
the personal resources of the young pair were 
moreover somewhat impaired by a rather too 
liberal expenditure during the first few years 
of their housekeeping. As for the child, with 
his golden hair, blue eyes, white skin, ren- 
dered still whiter by the bright hue of the red 
merino blouse in which it is his mother's de- 
light to dress him, and his lovely child-fea- 
tures loking out from under the broad hat of 
coarse straw, whose brim is gradually disap- 
pearing under the nibblings of his favorite 
goat, he looks exactly as though he were one 
of Raphael's child-creations, just walked out 
of a picture-frame. The blouse in question is 
at once the simplest and prettiest garment a 
child oan wear, cut out in one piece, on the 
model of that worn by the Russian peasanta, 
bound roand the neck with a narrow, black 
velvet, opening on one shoulder, and confined 
round the waist by a narrow belt of black or 
red leather. With plain white pantaloons, and 
little black boots, it is impossible to imagine 
a costume more simple, convenient, and be- 
coming. 

The Countess—a graceful little woman, full 
of talent and vivacity, ‘and very good—is a 
musician, a painter, and a writer; deep in 
English, German, and Greek; and abounding 
in the easiest morning wrappers, which she 
wears until late in the afternoon, when she 
drops the artist and the writer, and comes out 
for the evening in aristocratic dresses, with 
abundance of black lace, unrivalled fans, and 
family-jewels. 

Her husband—who, in spite of his old name, 
and the horror of his aristocratic relations, has 
taken a situation in an important industrial em 
terprises, and adds to his diminished resoarces 
a moderate salary for which he works very 
hard—is handsome, and distingue; dresses 
simply, but is always, in appearance and man- 
ner, ‘‘the gentleman.’’ His passion is for 
country life, for horses, cattle, and poultry ; and 
not being able to gratify this taste, he consoles 
himself with an immense number of cocks and 
hens, pigeons, &ec., of which he has specimens 
of the most costly breeds; with rabbits, and 
with a frequently-repeated declaration that he 
‘tis going to have acow.’’ The rabbits, how- 
ever, are rather the property of the child, as is 
a beautifal little fawn-colored goat, of very 
graceful shape, and small breed, that has just 
been sent to Master Guillaume by his grand- 
mamina, the Marquise; and a squirrel that got 
loose last spring, and has committed terrible 
havoc ever since among the fruit. 

Aste Count cannot afford a gardener, the 
garden looks after itself, and has of course got 
into a taogle, which, however, is original and 
not without charm, and the Ceunt himself looks 
after the bipeds and quadrupeds in which he 
takes such hearty delight.

Among the thousands of marvelous inven- 
tions which American genius has 
within the last few years, are the following, 
compiled from the Patent Office Report — 

The Report explains the princ!ples of the 
celebrated Hobbs Lock. Ive “anpickability’’ 
depends upon a secondary or false set of tam- 
blers, which touches the real ones. Moreover, 
the lock is powder proof, and may be loaded 
through the “ -hole and fired of till the bur- 
giar is tired of hia fruitless work, or fears that 
the explosion will bring to view his experiments 
more witnesses than he desires.

AN lawful means at my command have been 
employed, and shall continue to be employed, 
to execute the laws against the African slave 
trade. Aftera most careful and rigorous ex- 
amination of our coasta, and a thorough in- 
vestigation of the subject, we have not been 
able to discover that any slaves have been im- 

rted into the United , Oxeept the cargo 

y the Wanderer, numbering between three 
and four hundred. Those engaged in this un- 
lawful enterprise have been rigorously prose- 
cuted ; bat uot with as much snccess as their 
crimes have deserved, A number of them are 
still ander proseeution. 

Our history proves that the fathers of the 
| Republic, in advance of all other nations, con- 
demned the African slave trade. It was, not- 
withstanding, deemed expedient by the framers 
of the Constitution to deprive Congress of the 
| power to prohibit ‘the migration or impor- 
| tation of such persons as any of the States 
| now existing shall think proper to admit'’ 
‘‘prior tothe year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eight."’ 

It will be seen that this restriction on the 
power of Congress was confined to such States 
only as might think proper to admit the im- 
portation of staves. It did not extend to other 
| States, or to the trade carried on abroad. Ac- 
| cordingly, we find that so early as the 224 of 
| March, 1794, Congress passed an act imposing 
| severe penalties and punishments upom citi- 
| zene and residents of the United States, who 

should engage in this trade between foreign 
nations. The provisions of this act were ex- 
| tended and enforced by the act of 10th May, 
| 1800, 

| Again: The States themselves had a clear 
right to waive the constitutional privilege in- 
| tended for their benefit, and to prohibit by 
their own laws, this trade at any time they 
| thought proper previous to 1808, Several of 
| them exercised this right before that period, 
and among thein some contaiying the greatest 
nomber of slaves. This gave to Congress the 
immediate power to act in regard to all such 
States, because they themselves had removed 
the constitutional barrier. Congress accord. 
ingly passed an act on 28th Febrnary, 18053, 
“te prevent the importation of certain persons 
| into certain States where, by the laws thereof, 
their admission is prohibited.’’ In this man- 
ner the importation of African slaves into the 
United States was, to a great extent, prohibit 
ed some years in advance of 1808. 

As the year 1808 approached, Congress de- 
termined not to sufler this trade to exist even 
for a single day after they had the power to 
} abolish it. On the 2d of March, 1807, they 
passed an act to take effect “from and after 
the Ist day of January, 1508,’’ prohibiting the 
| importation of African slaves into the United 
| States. This was followed by subsequent acts 
| of asimilar character, to which I need not 
| specially refer, Sach were the principles and 
such the practice of our ancestors more than 
fifty years ago in regard to the African slave 
| trade. 

It did not oceur to the revered patriots who 

had been delegates to the Convention, and 
| afterwards became members of Congress, that 
| in passing these laws they had violated the 














| Constitution which they had framed with so 
much care and deliberation. They supposed

feeling of reciprocal dependence and attach- 
ment which now exists between master and 
slave would be converted into mutual distrust 
and hostility. 

But we are obliged as a Christian and moral 
nation, to consider what would be the effect 
upon unbappy Africa itself, if we should re- 
open the slave-trade. This would give the 
trade an impulse and extension, which it has 
never had even in its palmicst days. The 
numerous victims required to supply it would 
convert the whole slave coast into 4 perfect 
Pandemoniam, for which this country would 
be held responsible in the eyes both of God 
and man. Its petty tribes would then be con- 
stantly engaged in predatory wars againat 
each other for the purpose of seizing slaves to 
supply the American market. All hopes of 
African civilization would thus be ended. 

On the other hand, when a market for Afri- 
ean slaves shall no longer be furnished in 
Cuba, and thus all the world be closed againat 
this trade, we may then indulge a reasonable 
hope for the gradual improvement of Africa. 
The chief motive of war among the tribes will 
cvase, Whenever there is no longer any demand 
for slaves. The resources of that fertile but 
miserable country might then be developed by 
the hand of industry, and afford subjects for 
legitimate foreign and domestic commerce. In 
this manner Christianity and civilization may 
gradnally penetrate the existing gloom. 

{ Anerractr.—The rest of the Message refers to 
the success of our pacific policy in China—to 
the success of the Paraguay expedition—and to 
our amicable relations with all the European 
nations except Spain. Spain has not paid the 
‘Cuban claims,"’ amounting to $125,635.54, 
in which more than one hundred of our citi- 
zens are interested, and as one reason for her 
neglect, urges that the demand of the claim- 
ants in the famous Amistad case have not 
been satisfied. The purchase of Cuba is again 
proposed, and the arguments of the last an- 
nual message endorsed. 

A history of the San Juan Island dispute 
with Great Britain is given. No collisian be- 
tween the forces of the two countries is anti- 
cipated during the pendency of the existing 
negotiations. 

The history of the disordered condition of 
Mexico is related; the wrongs our citizens 
have suffered from the Miramon Government 
are stated at length, and the conclusion reach- 
ed is, that it is proper to ask from Congress 
power to enter Mexico with the military forces 
of the United States, at the call of the Consti- 
tutional Mexican authorities, to preserve order 
in that country and protect American citizens 
there. The recommendation in reference to 
the temporary establishment of military posts 
across the Mexican line in Sonora and Chihua- 
hua, contained in the last message, is 
repeated. 

Congress is again asked to bestow upon the 
President power to employ the naval force to 
= American citizens while crossing the 

‘anama, Nicaragua, aud Tehuantepec routes, 
and to protect American merchant vessels in 
the ports of Mexico and the South American 
States. The President notices the objection to 
these requests, which is based upon the 
alleged unconstitationality of conferring upon 
him the war-making power, and thinks it un- 
tenable. 

A new law, requiring all the States to elect 
their Congressmen previous to the fourth of 
March of each year of old numbers, is recom- 
mended, so as to ensure a full House in case 
of an extra session. 

The construction of a Pacific railroad is 
again advocated. Retrenchment of the public 
expenditures is advocated, and an increase of

Tus Cortiyeytan Horet.—The mammoth 
Continental Hotel of this city, now very nearly 
completed, will require an immense quantity 
of water to supply its necessities. An attempt 
Was made to procure the requisite supply by 
means of an artesian well, and a deep bore 
Was made; but the attempt was a failure, no 
water having been obtained. An arrangement 
has been made with the Water Department of 
the city to supply the building. The water tax 
has been fixed at one thousand dollars for the 
first year, and during that period the quantity 
of water consumed will be ascertained by 
means of an ingenious meter. The water tax 
will then be permanently fixed by the datum 
thus obtained Some miles of pipes aad seve- 
ral hundred faucets will be required to dis- 
tribute water through the huge building. 
There are three hundred chambers, each of 
which will be supplied with hot and cold wa- 
ter. There will be fifty bath-rooms supplied 
in the same munner. There are also fifty 
Water closets, and twenty-four stationary 
Wash-stands below stairs. There are also the 
kitchens and other portions of the property to 
be Sapplied with water; while, on the top of 
the structure, there are tanks which are calcu- 
lated to hold 50.000 gallons of water. These 
will supply pipes farntshed with screws, to 
which ho-e may be attached in the event of 
fire.
